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MONEY SOME PEOPLE’S GOD 


The dispatches announce that our leading 
Wall street financiers are lending money to Ger- 
many, while other news Of the wires state 
that American commercial travelers have 
crossed the Rhine and are working up trade in 
the interior of Hunland. - 

Somehow this sort of stuff leaves a bad taste 
in our mouth. It smacks of commercialism 
versus patriotism, of doHars versus decency. 

We try to be Christian and charitable, and 
all that, but by the sacred beasts and bugs of 
Egypt there is a limit to all things, even 
charity. Following the biblical admonition, 
when a man smites us on one cheek we always 
turn the other, which is the correct thing to do, 
but if the son-of-a-gun then smites us on that 
other, right then and there we go into the smiting 
business with both hands and both feet, and 
“bust him over the bean” both figuratively and 
literally. 

When the Germans sunk the ‘“‘Lucitania” and 
murdered hundreds of our American men, women 
and little children, that was smiting us on one 
cheek pretty hard. Then when they sunk our 
ships of commerce which were unarmed, and 
sent to the bottom of the sea good and ebrave 
men who meant them no harm, that was smiting 
us on the other. The thousands of graves ‘over 
there’’ of our young men killed in the war, 
and the sight of hundreds more hobbling around 
here on one leg and a crutch, and with armless 
sleeves, count up to thousands of other ‘“‘smites,”’ 
and when we picture the German women spitting 
in the soup théy gave to our men who were 
Prisoners on trains bound for filthy prison camps, 
the ‘‘smites"’ loom up in our mind’s eye thick 
and fast. 

And so when we try to picture ourself going 

over there and asking those people to subscribe 
for this paper, or of loaning them money to do 
business on that they in time may again become 
powerful ‘and arrogant, so they can sifk more 
ships, murder more women and children and 
spit in more American soup, we simply can’t 
do it. 
We like to ie in enough coin of the realm 
to pay paper bills, and all that, but before we 
would solicit business from that people, or lend 
them money for profit’s sake we would join the 
coyete tribe of Nevada and lope 150 miles over 
the sand and sagebrush before each breakfast 
or dinner, as the case might be, or quit modern 
commercialism and go into the avocation of 
stealing soapgrease on shares. 

By its cottoning and cringing to the enemy, 
as much enemy today as a year ago or any 
other time, “Big Business'’ of New York shows 
itself to the world as the un-American, un- 
patriotic grasping and greedy money-worshippers 
they are. And Wall street again proves that 
to gain gold at usurious interest it would lend 
money to the devil to build up hell. 

Those who are extending the glad hand be- 
fore the ink on the peace treaty is dry, or has 
been ratified by congress, must make} the shade 
of Judas Iscariot feel like 30 cents, and the 
mummies of Joseph's brothers turn over in their 
tombs because all they got from selling him 
was a few dirty pieces of silver. Compared to 
our modern Wall street bunch they ‘were sure 
pikers 

That class of crazy human cattle would sell 
out heaven for anything that gleamed with gold 
and if ten cents extra were added to the price 
they'd drink the soup with the spit in it. 


The race riots at Chicago and elsewhere be- 
tween white people and negroes tell the same 
old story, that the white race and the black race 
will not mix. 

Chicago has 100,000 negroes among its popu- 
lation, many of whom were imported in there 
from the South as strike-breakers.

We of other sections of the country do 
not. We teach and practice too much equality, 
when in point of fact the equality does not 
exist, never did and never will. The negro ts 
the connecting link between the Caucasia trace 
and the orang-outang, with the face of the ape, 
a head of solid bone and the manners of tame 
chipanzee. We have been trying to civilize him 
now for 500 years, and with the usual excep-
